VARIOUS MEANS OF SECURING IT IN 


THE AVERAGE HOU3E. 


Importance of Little Thing* In Building 


• Dwelling—Arrangement of the Door* 
•ad Window*—l>U(nfeclmnt QuallttM of 
Fore Air aud the Sun. 


The site of your now home solocted ami 


the plumbing decided upon lu .its general 
charnoterlsties, the attention should next 
bo turned to the subject of vontilatloii. 
Great core has already been' exercised In 
order to liuvo the air in tbo bouse pure, 
but still further consideration of detail is 
necessary 


The amount of air required for an adult 


10 that the atmosphere may be free from 
any odor is not loss than 3,000 cubic feot 
per hour, und this factaiono shows that in 
crowded localities or ovon in good sized 
but ill constructed rooms the problem of 
proper and effectual ventilation is one not 
readily solved. The forces which act are, 
first, diffusion; second, tho wind and, 
third, the difference in wt ight between 
masses of air of unequal temperature. Ar 
tiflcial ventilation its effected in two ways 
—llrst, extraction, when the air is extracted 
from the room or building by means ol 
heat, steam jots, pumps, fans, etc., and, 
second, by propulsion, when air is driven 
in to oxpel the air already in the room ant 
is KcniTrtlly carried in by means of a fan 
inclosed In a box \\hioh can bo worked by 
band, horse, water or Ftoani power. Ii 
the nbM'iicu of nil mechanical appliances 
the air of tho room is changed by means o 
windows, the chimney and any chinks 
created by imperfectly lilted doors urn 
sashes. 
These iniperiectious afford poor 


persons better vrntilulion o\en in winter 
than they jiro otherwise likely to enjoy. 


With tho outside air pure it is an easj 


matter to keep that of tho house in a lik 
condition during tho summer months, for 
doors ami windows are all left open, bu 
in cold weather tho problem of fresh, pur 
air in all the rooms of the houso all th 
time without too groat an exposure to col< 
is one that requires thought and may de 
in und u saerifiee nn tho ultar of artist! 
effect. 
In the llrst place the windows am 


doors should be t--o arranged as to permi 
of a thorough change of air in a few mln 
utes. This may seem a small matter, bu 
In tho winter it is not desirable to hav 
tho bouse chilled and made uneomfortabl 
for the Inhabitants for any length uf time 
It impedes the Work or pleasure of tho da; 
and is liable, to result in folds if nothiii] 
more t-enoii4-, ami n room not well iiirv 
is unite iis serumi in its results as a col 
onu, thuiifili they are not so easily trari 
able to tin ir cmiai's, nor aro they as iiiiun 
diato in their efforts. 
All bedrooms an 


bathrooms should hiuo dirurt uainiuuuiei 
tion with tho outer air. A tin> court, th 
air of which must do duty In at loast ha 
a dozen similar rooms, does not contul 
enough pure air to elean^o » room aw ; 
should bo cleansed. In the first place ther 
is not siillicieiit circulation to removo th 
poisoned air and replace it by that that 
purllled to supply the rooms as quick] 
and uti u infant ly ah they should be sup pi lot 


Bedrooms, bathrooms and sitting roon 


should ha\e pleiity ot air and sunligh 
and, e-\cept in scry warm weather, no o 
fort should l>e miido to shade thorn froi 
tho sun's rajs. 'Ihis may fade the carpi' 
and drapenci, lint it will put color int 
the chocks ol tl,o household a members, 
riiiK in tlirir \niioi and u gladnubU un 
Bparklo into their eyes that aro worth fi 
innro than the most priceless upholster 
that e\er was made. 
It is well to remar 


heiu that in Ijujingthe turiiisliin«8 for th 
linusu it is \\ i'e to select them with a \iu 
to the elTeelcoi tho sun on them as well nt 
contact w i t h water or hard usage.

Tho windows 
should gii to witiun u fow inches of tlu 
coiling, and the sashes should not be toe 
weighty to be mo\ed with ease.

fur aboie the window tops, it is a difficult 
mutter to change the air there, and it is 
there that tho \itlatod air accumulates, foi 
it is usually warmer than the outside ail 
and hns therefore a tendency to rise. If i( 
can escape, its pluce will be taken by tht 
pure air which when tho doors and win 
dowa aro closed gets into the room through 
tho chinks around them. 
An open chim- 


ney, even without a fire, is a good thing 
to havo in the common sitting room, and 
one bedroom at least should be provided 
with one to be used in euse of Illness, foi 
it is a most effectual means of ventilation 
when a constant change of air is needed. 


Tha rooms of a house should bo thor 


oughly aired at least once a day. As many 
doors and windows us possible should be 
thrown widely open for about an hour each 
morning, and rooms that are much occu- 
pied during the day should be aired at fre- 
quent iutci">als for a few minutes at a 
tune. This con be done when the family 
is ut meals or engaged in gome otber part 
of the houso. A second and more quiet 
method is to admit fresh nlr constantly by 
keeping the windows always open at the 
top. 
It is wise to air the sleeping rooms 


before retiring at night, and they should 
be kept open a little all night long, the 
pn-.ount of fresh air admitted depending 
upon the outside temperature. 


A piece of cotton cloth hung over the 


opening, aboard inserted or, better etill, 
fi screen should be used to protect tbo oc 
cupunt of the room from drafts. 
Upon 


leaving tho rcoms in tho morning the bed- 
ding should bo thrown over a chair, the 
windows opened wide, and the closet dooi 
also should be opened that the disinfectant 
action of the air ruuy perform its work in 
all places.

Surprise and Dlsaniointment That the 


President Did Not Speak. 


Washington, April 7.—Swift as a. can- 


non's flash was the change in the Cuban 
situation yesterday. The naileries of 
congregH were crowded, senators and 
representatives were anxious and agi- 
tated, and oven the diplumutlc corps was 
In a ferment, awaiting a message from 
the president to the congress of 
th 


American.people that might mean war 
when, 'with excitement at the very high- 
est, the word quickly passed that there 
would be no message at present. Its 
suddenness stunned the public, which 
heard the n«ws in distorted forms, an 
amazed veteran memliers of cor 'Kress. 


Ultimately It became known that not 


only would then- be no message Wed- 
nesday, but no message thla week, uiu: 
that Jt was at least a possibility tlu 
message written and approved might 
never go to congress rH all. The tirsl 
reason for the delay was that the admin- 
istration received advices from General 
Lee at 
Havana. Indicating that all 


Americans could not be Rotten off the 
Island yesterday and \\-ould be in grave 
peril If the message preceded their de- 
parture. The second reason, and per- 
haps equally potent with 
the 
other, 


•lowly drifted Into public comprehension 
late in the day, 
chiefly through the 


medium of dispatches from Madrid, for 
extreme reticent was maintained on the 
subject by the few in Washington who 
knew the facts. Thig iniportluH nrxvs 
was that the Spanish government, after 
what plainly had been the most exciting 
times In Inner Spanish circles at Madrid, 
had decided to reopen the case, which 
had been closed so far as this govern- 
ment was concerned by the refusal of 
Spain to make satisfactory response to 
the representations made by the United 
States last week, and, in order to avert 
Impending war, had decided to make 
concessions heretofore refused. 


What will be the final outcome. It Is 


too early to say. but the aspect of af- 
fairs certainly is considerably 
more 


pacific and sufficient to renew the hope 
of the president In a solution of the Cu- 
ban question satisfactory to the Ameri- 
can people and achieved without blood- 
shed. The details remain to be worked 
out, but it Is expected that between now 
and Monday a clearer light will be 
thrown on the future by the action at 
Madrid, of which one important feature 
at least Is the declaration of an armis- 
tice by the queen regent of Spain. This 
armistice, it is expected, will lead to the 
ultimate independence of Cuba from 
'Spanish rule, but by what intermediate 
steps perhaps even the governing pow- 
ers do not at this time knoyir. Much, it 
Is supposed, will depend upon the Cuban 
insurgents and the people* of the United 
States and Spain.

Consul General Lee. The reasons he 
gave were deemed entirely satisfactory 
by all, and Senator Davis Informed the 
senate, while the house, leaders carried 
the ne\\s to that body.

A generally quieter feeling was evident

While there was the usual 


amount of routine attendant upon the 
recent work of preparation, things set- 
tled down almost to the normal. No 
more contracts for new vessels were 
closed, and no changes In the stations 
of ships announced. The day wa: ilso 
noticeable for the absence of the con- 
ferences of high officials, and the great 
tide of visitors, congressmen, public 
man aad contractors almost entirely 
disappeared.
